The heav ier-than -air, y ellow­ 
ish-brown gases combin e with 
m oistu re in a m an ’s breath an d 
lu n gs to form n itric acid . The 
acid d am ages lu n g tissu e. 
Breatsin g the gases can cau se 
sev ere 
chest 
pain s, 
cou ghin g 
an d a bu rn in g sen sation in the 
throat an d chest. Person s who 
in hale 
n itrogen 
d iox id e 
gases 
shou ld receiv e im m ed iate m ed i­ 
cal atten tion . 
Carbon 
d iox id e 
is 
an other 
d an gerou s gas that can cau se 
d eath. Colorless, od orless car­ 
bon d iox id e is form ed in large 
qu an tities from chopped forages 
ferm en tin g in a silo. It can be 
a hazard in tren ch an d bu n ker 
silos as well as in u pright silos. 
Ed en 
lists 
these gu id es for 
protection from silo gases: 
—Ru n y ou r blower for 10 to 
15 m in u tes before en terin g a 
partly filled silo. An d keep the 
blower ru n n in g while in the silo. 
—Be alert for irritatin g od ors 
an d w atch for y ellowish-brown 
fu mes. 
—Keep child ren an d an im als 
away from silos d u rin g an d af­ 
ter fillin g. 
—Let silage bu ild u p d u rin g 
the fillin g operation before re ­ 
placin g silo d oors. 
—Don ’t en ter silos for a t least 
7 to 10 d ay s after fillin g.

Q - I hav e chains of b ub b les 
or 
lintlike 
particles 
floating 
across my field of v ision. What 
can I do for this? 
A—These 
so-called 
floaters 
are harmless. They do not af­ 
fect the keenness of your v ision. 
They are silhouettes of loose 
cells in the thin gelatinous sub ­ 
stance that occupies most of 
your eyeb alls. Often after sev ­ 
eral weeks they may settle in 
a part of your eye where they 
will not cross your v isual field. 
No treatment is necessary. 
Q—Sometime I hav e spots b e­ 
fore my eyes. My doctor calls 
them muscae v olitantes. What 
causes them? 
A—This is a fancy name for 
the floaters referred to in the 
preceding question. 
Q—Does a ruptured b lood v es­ 
sel in the eye mean a slight 
stroke? 
A—Hemorrhage into the con­ 
junctiv a or any part of the eye, 
when not caused b y a b low, is 
usually associated 
with 
some 
hardening of the arteries. In 
this sense it is similar to a 
stroke, b ut in a different loca­ 
tion as a stroke would occuj- 
in the b rain. 
Q—An 
ophthalmologist 
told 
me I had ametropia b ut he did­ 
n’t prescrib e any treatment. He 
just said to come b ack in three 
months. What do you adv ise? 
A—Ametro pia is a g enera l term 
fo r a n eiTo r o f refra ctio n (nea r­ 
er 
fa rsig htedness). 
Since 
no 
trea tment wa s sug g ested, y o ur 


case is prob ab ly mild. T would 
adv ise going b ack for a checkup 
at the suggested time. 
Q—My mother has b ilateral 
aphakia. What does that mean? 
Can anything b e done for it? 
.A—This is a congenital lack 
of a crystalline lens in b oth 
eyes. A person with this defect 
would hav e to wear the kind 
of glasses prescrib ed for one 
who has had b oth lenses re­ 
mov ed b ecause of cataracts. 
Q—What would cause a cyst 
under the eyelid? Is surgery 
necessary? If neglected would 
the sight b e lost? 
A— This is generally .called 
a chalazion and is caused b y 
a stoppage of the duct of one 
of the oil glands in the lids. 
Small cysts will sometimes dis­ 
appear with the application of 
hot compresses or yellow oxide 
of mercurj- ointment b ut, if this 
doesn’t work, the cyst must b e 
opened and drained.

Pigs weaned per litter may 
hav e a different economic effect 
on different farms.

out with finishing hogs. 
If the farrowing capacity and 
lab or are not limiting, then a 
hog producer using eight sows 
instead of sev en to produce 56 
weaned pigs will hav e $3-$4 a 
pig added direct costs for the 
extra sow.
